Auericau AtTairSi 
An onorgetio oiFort is being pnt 
forih by luerobiinls and manufaotureri 
at tho North to prevent a contraction 
of tlio curroncj'. It is urgod that a 
contraction will causo a groat fall In 
pricoB, and bring about sorious finan~ 
oial difllcultioB. Thua iar, the tioote* 
taryoftho Treasury has had small 
power from Congross to contract the 
cnrronoy. The laws passed at the 
late sesBion tied bis bands; bat, under 
Bach power as bo did poasess, bo Imn 
retired the revenue fund of $50,000,- 
000, issued to redeem temporary loans, 
and 810,000,000 which Congress per- 
mitted him to withdraw within nix 
months afior tho 12th of April. A 
lew millions, under the clauao provid- 
ing for monthly contraction, have alno 
been withdrawn; yet there are now 
about §380,000,000 legal tenders in 
cireulation. Gold is worth, in New 
York, I3T5, and a liulo arithmolic 
■will sliow how much opecio thoeo S3S0,- 
000,000 ro])roficnt. Thooxteusion of the 
Iraiicliise to all classon of tho male sex 
in tho DiHlrict of Columbia ajipoars 
to have given a groat di'iil of sulislao- 
tion in tl;o North. Tlio DiBtrict of 
Columbia is Lhu picco of land, a lew 
Bquiu'o raile.H in oxtcnt, in the coiitro of 
which BtaiulF tho JN';Uion:il Cajjit .!. 
"VVhoD tho coiifcdoration of SUUi, ^ .\a.3 
first decided upon, it was expressly 
Btipuiated that the Dinuiut of Colum- 
bia Bhould bo set apart aa national 
property, and that Conirross should 
have* tho exclusive privilege of ruii^ 
troling its internal affairs. Tlu'rt!- 
fore, Congress has the power of pass- 
ing laws affecting tho political status 
of the District that it does not possess 
over any Slate or Territory. Tho 
Southern question has assumed a now 
phase. The recent Supreme Court 
decision, which dociares that Couri> 
martials for the trial of civilians are 
illegal, has been made the Buhjoot of 
an order from the President, directing 
military commanders in the South to 
confine themselves strictly to military 
duties, leaving judicial questions to tho 
Civil Courts. Commor.iing upon 1 hit* 
decision, iho New York Herald says: 
Here, then, wo have the elemenis 
of a new conflic'/ with Congress. The 
issue, in the ajjpeal Iroin Coii^ictB U> 
tho people, has been dcfidud by the 
people against tho J^-Cbidunt's ))olic}' 
and in liivor of Congrof-s. Can tlio 
Supreme Court rt'verHO the docisioiis 
ot the war ami of ihu puoiile of the 
loyal Stuteii !* If so, thuii one man ol 
the Supremo Court holds tho de-tiiiies 
of this couniry, neuco or war, subject 

tQ4}-is?psc dixit ; tor it appears that 

apone tho hito deci^iona tlie 
Court was divided five to lour. One 
man against tho decisions of tlio 
armies and navies of the loyal Staion 
in a four yours' civil war ; one man 
againat the overwhelming popular vor« 
diet of those Slates, aa pronounced in 
the late elections. It this thing is at- 
tempted, as expected, there will bo a 
new conflict." Tho Impeachment 
Committee have not commenced their 
labors. It is said they are awaiting 
the arrival of Surratt, to examine him 
aa to the alleged complicity of Presi- 
dent Johnson in the assassination of 
Mr Lincoln. Of course, it is to be 
ezpeoled that the man who allowed

Wo tiliall not bo snrpriMctl, 
therefore, to hoar shortly that 
Surralt haB sworn to a complete his- 
tory ot tho asBafisination, and thu: h' 
has implicated iMr .Johnson as tho 
louder of tho I')(j!ith gang. Tho worlc 
of iinpeaehineiit, which is now rather 
ditlicult to iicc()m)ilii'h, would then he. 
come a com]iariuively easj- tasic.

Vanoouver 
lylund Imponis ; a Bill to assimilate certain 
laws of ikiii^h Columbia nod Vanoouver 
Island; and n Hill rcspeoting the applicatioo 
of the (JustDms Laws. 

Hon Mr IVmberton — To move nn nddrcsg 
to iho Govornor to cause a copy of his In- 
BtractionB and Commisaion to bo furnisbed 
to lha Council. 

Hon Mr Mocdonald — On Friday, to inlro- 
duco n Bill to legalizo the Victoria Incorpo- 
ration Ordinnnoe.

'I'hu Prt'Hidonl said it liad brcn tt u rule of 
thn Council, nod referred to standing orders. 

Hon Dr Hclnickcn conaidored it oxlraor- 
diuary that tho Uovernor should fiatuo the 
rules for the gaidanco of the Iloueo. 
Tho matter then dropped.

Hon Mr Hamley presented the reply of the 

Coinniittee lo Iho Governor's speech. 

Hon Dr Helmcken claimed that the order 
of the day »h(uild tiike precedence, bul fiU 
waived ihe riclil ns a matter of courti'sy. 

On motion ol Hon .Mr Dot.nsnio?, l^uuiKii I 
went into Co:iiniittco of Ihe Whole, Hon .Mr 
O'Keilly in lha chair, lo consider tho reply, 
Lion Mr Hatnley opposing. 

Hod Mr DoCosnios connmeDted on the 
Governor's speech in an address which was 
aiieniivtily listened to, but which from its 
length wo are unable to lurnirh in detail 
The hon. (lentloniaii vtbo moderate and con- 
eilialory in his tone. Ho apprnaclie l h h 
public duties in a friendly i-piril lowiudj Ihe 
Governor and nienihers of tho Hmis-e, lie- 
lievinK that Ihe Executive and heads of De- 
partments were actuated by correct motives, 
iiui there wee errors of the bead if not of tte 
Ueart ; and ho trusted that a Inrgeness of 
mind would be manifeptcd by tlio p 'pnlar 
and magiflerial members i'j meoMoq the is- 
sues they would be called upon to grapple 
with in order lo unfold the resources ot llie 
large territory confided to their care, and to 
render ibe GoTernraenl a 8uccet>s. Ho 
looked forword with confidence to tbo mergirg 
of all sectional and local inicresis io order to 
promote the general wulfare. He then pro 
eeeded lo point cut the (letcels in tfie Fpeech 
Various moanures were prdpnfed which weie 
iinirnporlnnt ; others necet'eiiry hul iiol iiii- 
portanl. such us lodcrniiiiy, Dredger, A?.«uy 
OfDcc, V. I. Incorporation Act, Ilclretcli- 
meot, Kducation, Poblio Works, &c.

We dosiro to oxproes our entiro concur- 
ronce in tho propo'cd mcaaurea for the re- 
peal ol Iho Heal I'laiate Tax in Vancouver 
island, nod fur tho assimilatien ol taxation 
thronj;hout the co ony. 

vVc shall look forward with nnxiciy to thn 
MpHsaf!;os which your Excellency has been 
pleaded lo promise ui upon the important 
suhj 'cta of Education and the Seat of Gov 
erniiiont. 

We iirfl fully alive lo Iho cerious reiponsi- 
bilitiea which reat upon us in tho discharf^e 
of our duties dming the onBuiiig FesNion, and 
wo boj; ti) assure your Exeellcney that the 
task imposed upon u.i will ba cIk' rlully un- 
deriaken ; that the inicrsstn oonBdod to n» 
will be carefully guarded ; and, that in the 
promotion of all tneasures conducing lo the 
ailTaiicf'meiit and prosperity of Ihc colony 
your lOxeelleiicy will meat with our most 
cordial co-operation. With your Kxcellcncy, 
also, w8 venture to liopo that tbo days ol 
ilepres.sion may soon pass away ; and we 
confidently look forward lo iho wisdom ol 
your Excellency's sdminisirMiion to stimu-

Hon. President Baid ho had slated that 
theto was no Treasurer in the House. 

Hon. Mr VVulkcm assailed tho urgamcnis 
advanced by the Hon. Aitoroey General.

(tenlleman uould possibly B.°k the Houso to 
construe the raeoning cf llio act in one way, 
when ha knew that in a Court of law it 
v»oi'ld bo construed in anollier. They were 
afkod in fnot to viulato Englisli liiw ; audi 
species of lop ic waa too transparent. He cared 
not lor tho one or tho other, but they were 
sensible men, nod could draw Ihe distinction 
between tho intention of the framors, and thu 
meaning and spirit of the Act iloelf.

Hon, Mr CrcRse raado u low remarks in 
reply. 

Hon; Mr Walkom asked for the produc- 
tion of the opinion of tho Crowu adviser, 

Hon. Mr DeCoBmus thought there had 
been evasion in respect to the Treasurer, al- 
tboQgh be was willing to aooept Mr Young 
in lieu of IMr Oornwall, so as not lo impodc 
business. 

Hon. Dr. ITolracken thourrlit it very di;- 
grttding to the people ol Vancouver I^landJ to 
say lhai it wbs unuecc"!farv to appcint ir.y 
niemhcr Iroin thcie nt nil. ucii a tyhlcni i I 
Government could not bo tolerated, and 
would soon be changed. 

Hon. Mr Robson could not nndorsland Iho 
ngilnlion. It waa nece«?rtry to iiivisl Ihc 
Governor wilh power to distribute tlie nea'a 
UH he tbonghl best, und lie could not iitnJcr- 
stand the anxialy Io unsu.it the lion iiienibur, 
and make him appear an inUiuler. I'lio 
hun. geuilaman wuuld iu any case stand iirat 
lor uppoiutmeot. But the Guveinor liad 
distiocily given Vancoovor I-land eight 
members, nnd il wa.s c imjielent lor liiin to 
legalize thu sent , to ;;ivo tho hhiiid more or 
leai. The lion, genlleinan concluded by eX'- 
pressing liia surprise at Ihe outburs' ol ilie 
non. member for Cariboo, who aspired to iho 
high poEilion of Atioroey Geueral (hear 
from Mr Walkem,) bat bad not thrown any 
light on the legal bearintrof the cise. Hu 
conpidorod Iho cx;)laniitinn given by the 
Hon, .Mr Crnaie clear and lu id.
